SPICED PRUNE ICE CREAM 
1 pre Aeteia'nh inilk (144 oz.) 
, teagpoon granulated gelatin 
1 tablespoon cold water 
} teaspoon ¢innamon 
4 teaspoon nutmeg 
i teaspoon cloves 
Few grains salt 
2 cups cooked prunes 
2 tablespoons brown sugar 
1 teaspoén vanilla 

Scald milk. Soften gelatin in cold 
water and dissolve in hot milk. Add 
spices, salt, mix well and chill. Re- 
thove pits from prunes and cut into 
pieces. Whip milk until stiff, add 
suger, vanilla, and pruns and mix 
thoroughly. Pour into tray of re- 
frigerating unit and freeze until set. 

CALAFORNIA PRUNE PIE 

2 cups cooked prunes 

1 orange 

4 cup brown sugar 

4 teaspoon salt 

2 tablespoons butter 

1 cup liquid from’ prunes 

2 tablespoons cornstarch
